AT JACKSONVILLE 


Much Rem.rk.ble Work Is Done. 


legislative committee te visit 


etate charitable Institutions call- 
ed at the school for the allnd In 


Jacksonville and was much Interested 
in what waa shewn. 
The trouble was 


tkat the schedule that had been ar- 
ranged aad that had te be lived up to 
did net provide half enough time for 
this Institution 
In alt the commit- 


tee was at the blind school less than 
three hours—a day could well be given 
te the place. 


DECREASING IN NUMBER. 


The first thing noted waa that there 


are only 32s pupils la the school. Te 
get this Biany It wag necessary to go 
out and gather In the children, the 
battles, for the kindergarten depart- 
ment. 
Of pupils ef aeheel age. from 


five to twenty rears, there were '-'10 


This means that the blind In Illi- 


nois are decreasing la number; there 
are net nearly aa many new per Iftf.nofl 
populatlea aa a former generation had 
Much mere 
common 
sense 
Is now 


brought Into use at the birth of a 
baby, and It Is this more than any- 
thing else that has decressed the num 
ber of blind. 
It hes msde a big dlf 


ferenee since the doctor eras called la 
te officiate In place or the former lg- 
aoraat saldwite 


JLnother generation

atill fewer blind. 
Science has taken 


a hand in this thing, and new It la cer- 
tain lhat the easea need be very rare 


IN TH^ STATE. 


«nm« time since a kindergarten de- 


partment was established at the school 
tnr the blind, and It was decided to 
gather in those who are mere babies. 
The matter was taken up by the stste 
beard of administration, which body 
made a systematic search of the entire 
elate to find babies 
It Is thought by 


a member of the tioard that mighty 
few casee escaped the search 


And In the entire state the board 


waa able to find but eighteen blind 
tables, er perhape the number Is »!*- 
teen. 
Of these there were nine little 


tets whose parents would not furren 
der them te the care of the ttate. This 
particular search included blind bsbl»s 
a year to two yearn old 


Of course they can <le mare for th« 


blind e.hlld la the school at Jackson- 
vill than ea« be done In any home 
aad the earlier they g»t the child the 
more they can do for it 
It Is be 


cause ef this the bosrd of admlnlstra 
Uon was anxious te get the babies. 


WHAT TOTT GET IN BOOKS.

tae way from five tn twenty years of 
age. Those who SMV out the full tlm*

Among the blind are many children 


who would be said te be good, at play- 
ng music by ear. Rut this way of .get- 
Ing music Is not recognised In the 
school. 
All of the teaching there la 


»y note. There are pupils who In their 
•portlve moments dash off something 
by ear. but that doesn't pass aa work 
in music with either the teachers or 
the students. The one playing'by ear 
doesn't play right, only, plays at a 
piece. It la possible f«r the blind stu- 
dent to get the music right, so they go 
at It that way, 


THE PIANIST'S TASKS. 


The blind pianist In .the school mem- 


nriies all she or he has. 
Notes are 


written In brail characters and can 
thus be read with aid ef the hands. 
First the treble 
Is 
memorised and 


worked out on the plane. 
Then the 


lower eleff Is handled In the same 


ay. Then the two are put together. 


It means a lot of work and patience; 
and still the amount that can be ac- 
complished In a few years Is wonder- 
ful. 


CWTIVATED TOfCR. 


They get te be expert In brail read- 


ing 
The line of the page Is held with 


the left hand and the reading Is dene 
through the touch of the right. 
In 


time a few get expert enough se that 
thev make little use of the left hand, 
doing practically all the work with 
the right. 


It Is always remarkable how sens- 


Itlve the reading tlngera get. 
They 


mentioned a boy In the school who 
was able te read ordinary brail chara- 
cters readily through five thteknesaes 
of silk—rather fine silk, ef course. 


TO MAKE A LIVING. 


"What do these blind folks follow to 


mike a living" was asked. 


Moitlv thev engage In broom mak- 


ing, plsno 
tuning. 
orchestra work, 


weaving, and some find occupation as 
brail printers. 


Thoie who have a. good ear for mu- 


ds often take to plane tuning. 
This 


Is work they can do to perfection. It 
Is reallied by the public that they 
can. and they h»Ve no difficulty to get 
all the work they care te do. 


HANDICAPPED BT PUBLIC. 


It was mentioned that some of the 


blind might make good doctors, but 1n 
this line they are handicapped by lack 
of confidence In the ailing public. Oc- 
caslonallv. It was tnld, there Is a blind 
doctor who overcomes this handicap. 
There was mention ef one who lives 
in Chicago and who became one of the 
leading physicians ef that. city. 
Tet. 


as a rule, the doctor who Is blind can't 
get a start, lan't given a chance to 
show what there Is In him. 


Teu would not expect that the blind 


ceuld do much at weaving. 
Tet there 


Is assurance that at this they do quite 
well and that many make a good llv- 
lna> In this line of work. 


However, it was admitted by the 


teachers, that on the whole the blind 


person, though trained and educated, 
ja vary severely handlcapped^when It] 
comes to the battle of life. 


IN THE KINDERGARTEN. 


There waa a short visit to the kin- 


dergarten .department of the Jackson- 
ville aeheel. It was Interesting to note 
the means'taken to give the little blind 
children something like an adequate 
'onceptldn of-the form of things. 


In one place 'In a pleasant room was 


i miniature farm. 
On . this were n. 


house, a barn, » pump, a windmill, 
qows, horses, a brook, .grass, wheat, 
oats, corn," hedge. In fact about every- 
thing you find on a farm In Illinois. 
and of course trees. All these were In 
miniature. 
. The little blind children would tackle 
that farm, go over all of it with their 
hands, and easily learn to. distinguish 
everything OQ It. 


In this way they learned the out- 


line ai.ape of all objects, and of course 
It IS the only way they could ever learn 
the form of larger objects, such as 
house and windmill. 


In' the kindergarten department there 


wss a, doll house, and It was explained 
lhat the little blind children seem to 
get a good deal; of real pleasure piny- 
Ing with dolls.
